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Grand Jury to direct that the Overseers appointed for the overseeing of 
such Work shall, before the then next ensuing Assizes or Presenting 'i'enn, 
enter into a Contract with some Person or Pereons duly qualified for per- 
forming the whole or any part of the work so presented to be done ; and tlie 
said Overseers arc hereby empowered and required to make and enter into such 
contract accordingly with any Person or Persons, and his or their Surety or 
Sureties for performing the same : in which Contract the nature of the work to 
be done, and the time within which the same is to be completed, the wliolc 
sum or sums of Money to be paid for the same, and the periodical or other time 
or times of payment or advance of such sum or sums, or any part or parts 
thereof, to the Contractor or Contractors, shall be fully stated and set forth ; 3 

and every such Contract shall be made and entered into in w'riling at least 
days next before such ensuing Assizes or Presenting Term, 
and shall at the Assizes or Presenting Term next after the same shall be so 
made and entered into, be laid before the Grand Jury, who shall signify on 
the back of such Contract, their approbation or disapprobation thereof, and 
of the sufficiency of llie Sui-etics for pciforming such Contract, and tlie 
approbation of such Grand Jury, when given, slwdl be entered in the Pre- 
sentment Book at the said Assizes, and shall be fiated by the Judge at such 
Assizes, whereupon such Contract shall be binding and couclusive oq all 
Parties to all intents and purposes ; and if such Contract shall not be so 
approved of by such Grand Jury, the same shall be null and void to all 
intents and purposes whatsoever. 



Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be 
lawful for any Person or Persons to apjieiir at the Assizes oi' Presenting 
Term at which sneh Contract shall be so laid before the Grand Jury, and 
to traverse tlie propriety of such Contract, on the ground only that ttie 
price agreed to be paid for tlie w’ork. contracted to be done is excessive ; 
and whenever any Person shall so appeaa* and baversc the propriety of such 
Contract upon the ground of such excessive price, it shall be lawful for the ^ 
Court at such Assizes or Presenting Term, and tliey ai’e hereby required to 
try die merits of such traverse by a Jury, in the same manner as any other 
traverse within the jurisdiction of such Court ought to be tried at such 
Assizes ; and in case the Jury shall find for such traverse, such Contract 
shall theieupbii be disallowed and annulled ; and if they shall find i^ainst 
such traverse, such Contract shall stand good and valid. 

And be it further Enacted, That whenever any Presentment shall be made 
“'""'sCuurt pjj. building cniaiging repairii>i; or rebuilding any Court llou-^o <»• 
may bcraised Scssioiis IIouso US aforesaid, and die sura necessary to be raised for the same 
shall he greater than it may be propei’ to raise in sucli County, County of a 
City or County of a Town, in then and in every 

such case it shall be lawtul for the Grand Jury presenting the same, to 
present in the first instance the whole sum to be expended therein, and to 
direct in and by such Presentment, that the same shall be raised on the 
County, County of a City or County of a Town, by any 
sums or instalments in maimer and at the times therein specified, and in such 
proportions as to such Grand Jury may seem expedient; and the same shall 
be so raised accordingly : Provided always, that it shall be lawful for any 5

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subsequent Grand Jury to present that any of the said instalments shall 
1)C increased or diminished to any sum that shall be stipulated to be paid 
in or by such Contract as may have been entered into under or by virtue 
of tiiis Act. 

And be it fuiliicr Kiiactcd. Tliat it shall and may bo lawful for the Grand Grand jury 
Jury, at the .Assizes or Presenting Term at which such Contract as aforesaid 
shall Ire approved of as aforesaid, or ai any subsequent Assizes or Presenting ^d-

i erin, to present that any sum or sums agreed by such Contract to be paid Contnacn. 
or advanced to tiic Contractoi' or Contractors at any times or periods in the 
said Contract specified, or any otlicr sum or sums in the discretion of the 
said Grand Jury, shall be paid and advanced to such Contractor or Con- 
tractors at such times or periods as sliull be specihed iu such Presenbnent 
by the 'iVeasurer of tlic County, iijion the order in writing of such Overseers ; 
and such Overseers and Contractors shall thereupon, before any sum shall be 
so advanced, enter into a recognizance before Uie Court in 
the sum so to be advanced, conditioned that tlie Money so to be advanced 
shall be applied for the purpose for which the same was so presented, and 
none other; and that such Overseers and sach Contractor or Contractors, 
or some of them, shall at the next Assizes or Presenting Term justly and 
G fairly accourrt for the same, and that they or some of tiiera, their Executors 
or Administrators, shall at such ensuing Assizes or Presenting 'rerm pay to 
the Treasurer for tlie time being of such County, or County of a City or Town, 
any Balance or part of such Money which shall not by such account appear 
to have been applied for the purposes aforesaid. 

And be it further Enacted, That such Overseers and Contractors shall at Atcounring 
the next ensuing Assizes or Presenting Term as aforesaid, lay before the and^Col^e 
Clrand Jury and the Court ajust and fair account in writing, of all and 
every expenditure and expenditures of such Money so to be advanced and 
the particular purposes for which the same was expended, and the quantities 
and prices of eacii material bought therewith, and such Account shall be 
vei-ified by Affidavit in writing at the foot thereof, to be made in open Court 
by the Contractor or Contractors, or one of them, and shall state that the 
whole of the Money was so e.spended for the sole purpa-c of executing the 
Work so presented pui-suant to the Presentment thereof; and whenever 
any such Work shall be finished, and the Accounts of the said Contractors 
approved of and passed by the Grand Jury and the Court, it shall be 
ordered that all such Recognizances so entered into shall be vacated on the 
- last day of the next Assizes or Presenting Term, and they shall be so vacated 
accordingly; unless, upon some sufficient complaint laid before the Court or 
the Grand Jury, sufficient cause shall appear to induce the Court to make 
an .order to the contrary ; and provided if there be any balance unexpended 
a certificate of the Treasurer of the County, County of a City or Countv 
of a Town, shall be laid before the Grand Jury and the Court, and setting 
forth that he had received the said Balance and applied it to the credit of 
the County, County of a City or County of a Town. 

And be it further Enacted, That if at any time before the Act to extend

and if it shall appear to such Grand Jury 
that such Contract has been in part executed, they shall signify the same on 
tlie back of sucli Contract, and thereupon the same shall be good and valid, 
and the provisions of this Act shall be applied to the execution thereof, as if 8 
the same had been duly approved and not traversed^ and if it shall appear 
to such Grand Jury that such Contract has not been in part executed, tliey 
shall signify on the back of such Contract their approbation or disapproba- 
tion diereof, and thereupon the same, if approved, shall be liable to be 
traversed, and be in all respects in the same state and condition and be 
executed in the same manner, and tire provisions of this Act shall be applied 
to tlie execution thereof, as if the same had been presented and regularly 
approved or disapproved under this Act ; and that all Money which may 
have been or shall be advanced or paid to such Contractor Or Contractors, 
shall be duly accounted for in manner required by this Act ; and that no sum 
shall after the be paid to any Contractor, until 

he shall have so accounted for all sums so previously received by him. 
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
